GEORGETOWN, Del., June 7.— 
Mrs. May H. Carey, 55-year-old 
grandmother, was hanged with her 
eldest son, Howard, 27, at dawn 
today for the murder of Robert 
Hitchens, Mrs. Carey’s brother, in 
an attempt to collect the $2000 in- 
Surance on his life. She was the 


first white woman hanged in Dela- 
ware, 

Mrs. Carey was taken from her 
cell at 5:02 a. m., the trap was 
sprung at 5:07 and she was  pro- 
nounced dead at 5:24. Her son was, 
taken from his cell at 5:31. The 
trap was sprung 10 minutes later 
and he was pronounced dead at 6 
a. m. 

Mrs. Carey walked unfalteringly 
up the 13 steps and before the cap 
was adjusted she turned to the wit- 
nesses and said in a_ trembling 
voice: “My way is clear. I have 
nothing to say.” 

Carey mounted the platform and 
said, “What I did was against my 
will. I feel sure anyone in my 
place would have done the same. I 
hope to see my three little ones on 
the other side.” 

He mumbled a prayer as the cap 
was adjusted.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, at his press confer- 
ence today, declined to comment on 
his future plans for a substitute for 
the rejected NRA. His most defi- 
nite statement was that there un- 
doubtedly would be additions to his 
“must” program for Congress as 
outliged in his radio address in 
April, but he declined to indicate 
what additional measures he would 
propose. 

In reply to a question, he said 
that he had not considered tax leg- 
islation for some time. Reports 
were current at the Capitol yester- 
day .that administration leaders 
were considering drastic . inherit- 
ance and gift tax laws as a method 
of redistributing wealth, one of the 
objectives of the NRA. Asked

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today accepted the 
resignation of Donald Richberg, 
head of NRA, effective June 16.

NEW YORK, June 7.—Tom J, 


Pendergast, political boss of Mis- 
souri, today confirmed reports that

The jury was taken away in au- 
tomobiles immediately after the ex- 
ecutions. 

There was no autopsy and the 
bodies were placed in caskets im- 
mediately. Eight State policemen 
on motorcycles then escorted the 
hearse to St. George’s Cemetery, 
east of Frankford. 

Six uniformed State policemen 
acted as pallbearers at both burials. 
About 70 persons were at the 
graves, including Mrs. Myra Carey, 
widow of Howard Carey, and two 
women identified as her sisters. 

From start to finish the execu- 
tions were carried out in secrecy. 
A specially erected wooden frame- 
work hid the scaffold. It was fixed 
so that even airplane pictures were 
impossible. Official witnesses were 
sworn to secrecy. 

Within a half hour workmen 
started to dismantle the scaffold to 
return it to the New Castle County 
Workhouse near Wilmington. 

Hitchens, 57, was bludgeoned and 
shot to death near his frame house 
at Omar the night of Nov. 7, 1927. 

Until December of last year his 
death was thought to be the result 
of a drunken brawl. But then, 
Mrs. Carey’s youngest so, Law- 
rence, 21, was arrested on a charge 
of breaking and entering.

GHAIN STORE FILES 
SEIZED IN HOUSE 
LOBBY INQUIRY 


Records of 168 Groups of 
Largest Organizations 
Confiscated Under Com- 


mittee’s Subpena. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 7. — The 
complete files of the food, drug and 
grocery chain stores of America, 
Inc., were seized last night from 
its offices in the National Press 
building here under a subpena is- 
sued by the special House commit- 


tee investigating alleged lobbying 
activities of the American Retail 
Federation, Inc. 

The organization is composed of 
160 groups of the largest chain 
stores in the country. 

It was understood that two truck 
loads of papers were removed from 
the corporation's offices by a repre- 
sentative of the House sergeant-at- 
arms, who was accompanied there 
by John A, Logan, executive secre- 
tary and office manager, on the or- 
ders of committee chairman, Pat- 
man of Texas. 


Offered to Submit Files. 

The action was taken after Logan 
earlier had appeared before the 
committee as a witness to protect 
his clients against the invasion of 
their files. He offered to submit 
certain papers, notably the files of 
the Kroger Grocery & Baking Ca, 
but Patman demanded that his in- 
vestigators be allowed to see all 
the papers in his office. 

Investigators for the committee 
today were examining the files un- 
der Patman’s direction with the ob- 
ject of seeking information to sup- 
port charges that “a super lobby ex- 
ists” in Washington. 

"We have 10 days to go through 
all these records, Patman said, ‘and 
at the end of our search we hope to 
disclose to the American people that 
the American Retail Federation, 
which recently opened offices in 
Washington, with Col. C. O. Sher- 
rill, a former White House aid, as 
managing director, intended to set 
up a super-lobby in Washington.”

14 YEARS FOR MURDER 
IN STORE HOLDUP 


Herbert Buxton Convicted of 
Killing Emil Kirsch in 
East St. Louis. 


Herbert Buxton was found guilty 
today of the murder of Emil Kirsch 
in an East St. Louis drug store 
holdup three years ago and his 
punishment was fixed at 14 years 
in the penitentiary by a jury in 
Circuit Judge Riess’ court at Belle- 
ville today. 

The jury retired at 5:20 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, reaching a 
verdict late last night. Its verdict 
was reported when court opened 
today. 

The State presented three princi- 
pal witnesses, one of them testify- 
ing he saw Buxton drive away 


from the drug store after Kirsch, a 
bystander, was shot in the attempt- 
ed holdup of the store by two com- 
panions of Buxton. The defense 
offered no testimony. 

With conviction of Buxton, all 
three men arrested in the killing 
have been sentenced. Melvin Wat- 
son, identified as the lookout man 
in the robbery, is serving a 99-year 
term and Charles L. Winchester, 
who fired the fatal shot, a life term. 

Watson, on whose statement Bux- 
ton was indicted, was in court yes- 
terday as a State witness but re- 
fused to testify, standing on his 
constitutional right not to incrimi- 
nate, himself, contending he might 
still be charged with robbery. The 
court upheld his contention. 

The eye-witness, the Rev. Samuel 
L. Hamm of Dix, Ill, formerly of 
East St. Louis, testified he saw 
Buxton standing at the curb in 
front of the store, by an automo- 
bile. The witness said he entered 
the store, witnessed the shooting 
and, as he ran out, saw Buxton 
jump in the machine and drive 
away. 

The other State witnesses, Henry 
J. Daut, proprietor of the drug 
store at 1435 East Broadway, tes- 
tified as to details of the shooting, 
but could not identify Buxton.

36 TO 600 YEARS 
FOR EMBEZZLEMENT 


He Was Convicted After 
Collapse of Depositories 
as Aftermath of $1,000,- 
000 Bond Scandal.

EMPORIA, Kan., June 7.—War- 
ren W. Finney, 62 years old, former 
Kansas financier, died last night of 
a bullet wound inflicted by himself 
a few hours earlier while officers 
waited to take him to the State pen- 
itentiary to start serving a sentence 
for embezzlement. 

Dr. Felip Morgan, Lyon County 
Coroner, said Finney, once known 
as one of Kansas’ wealthiest men, 
had shot himself with an auto 
matic pistol he still held when he 
was found unconscious in a@ sum- 


mer cabin near Emporia. 
Finney’s conviction of embezzle- 


ment in November, 1933, followed | 


the collapse of his three banks as 
an aftermath of a million-dollar 
bond scandal that sent his son, Ro- 
land, and the State Treasurer, Tom 


B. Boyd, to prison. 


Convicted on 12 counts of embez- | 
giement involving a total of $63,000 | 
in his three banks and his telephone | 


companies, the elder Finney got 
consecutive sentences calling for 
imprisonment from 36 to 600 years. 


His transactions were not linked | 


definitely with the bond scandal. 
The State Supreme Court af- 
firmed his conviction and its man- 
date was received here yesterday. 
Ronald Finney and Boyd, who 
was Treasurer in 1933, are now in 


the Lansing prison, to which War- 
ren Finney was to have been taken. 

When Sheriff Davis and a deputy 
went to the Finney home with the 
commitment papers, Mrs. Finney 
asked for “one hour” for the family 
to be alone. 

The officers drove a block from 
the residence, then returned to be 
informed that Finney had “just 


stepped out,” but would be back | 


shortly. Finney had driven to his 
summer cabin. 

Scott Mouse, a real estate opera- 
tor, was showing the Finney sum- 
mer cabin to a prospective pur- 
chaser when he found Finney lying 


unconscious on a divan on ai 


gcreened porch. A mirror had been 
propped against the wall in front of 
Finney. 


The bullet penetrated the left tem- | 


ple, passed through the brain, 
emerged on the right side and tore 
a hole in the porch screen. 

While the officers were still wait- | 
fing for Finney, they were informed 
of the shooting. 

$1,000,000. Bond Scandal. 

The arrest of Ronald Finney in | 
August, 1933, broke open a bone | 
scandal which had reverberations | 
throughout the State. When it was | 
learned that the young broker had 
made changes in bond accounts of 
his father’s three banks, the banks | 
were closed. 

State investigators discovered 
that more than a million dollars 
in spurious bonds had been print-| 
ed without the arousing of suspi-| 
cion and that the younger Finney | 
had substituted duplicate bonds in| 
the State Treasury vaults, to which | 
he had unchallenged access. | 

They also learned that he had | 
cashed many checks in the Treas-| 
urer’s office. | 

He had used the genuine bohds | 
In speculations that had gained him | 
the reputation of a young financial | 
wizard. | 

Aug. 15, 1933, Boyd, then State | 
Treasurer, was arrested on a war-| 
rant charging embezzlement of. 
state funds by making a technical | 
loan to Finney. Gov. Alf M. Lan-| 
don ordered national guardsmen 
stationed at Boyd’s office. 

Aug. 28, 1933, the elder Finney 
was arrested on embezzlement 
charges growing out of examina- 
tion of his banks. 

The younger Finney pleaded 
guilty of uttering forged bonds and | 
was sentenced Jan. 2, 1934, to 32 to’ 
635 years’ imprisonment. 

Bovd was convicted of permitting | 
Finney to take securities illegally 
from the ,Treasury and was sen- 
tenced to four to 10 years in the | 
State’ penitentiary. He recently | 
started serving his term, joining 
young Finney and Leland Caldwell, | 
Finney’s assistant, also sentenced | 
in the scandal. |

It is | 
impossible to say then what steps| 
will be taken. 

“Japan intends to respect China’s 
sovereignty and Chinese integrity. 
We have no territorial ambitions in 
China.” 

“Merely to Maintain Peace.” 

The Japanese military objectives 
were described by the Foreign Of- 
fice source as being “merely to 
maintain peace and order in North 
China, which has been disturbed 
by elements under the guidance of 
Nanking and Peiping.” 

Small units selected from the 
First, Fourth, Seventh and Twelfth 
Divisions embarked in the trans- 
ports Osaka and Moji. bound for 
Tientsin. Army officials asserted 
the departures were for routine an-

WASHINGTON, June 17.—A re 
quest by the Census Bureau for §$2,- 
000,000 of the $4,000,000,000 work-re- 
lief fund to set up an alphabetical 
card index of every person listed in 
the 1900 census was announced te 
day by the information section. 


The huge compilation, arranged 
by geographic units and families, 
would be used in checking claims 
for old age pensions. The Census 
Bureau proposes to locate the index- 
ing job at Philadelphia “to relieve 
the pressure for office space in 
Washington, and to have a wider 
selection of unemployed personnel.” 

The Census Bureau's application 
said the 1900 survey was selected 
for the index because it “alone gives 
the month and year of birth as well 
as age.” It aadded that recent state 
old age pension legislation had 
caused an increasing demand for 
“evidence of age’’ by claimants, and 
that present paper files are being 
worn out. 

Estimated Proof Demand. . 

The bureau reported the adminis 
tration’s security bill means an es- 
timated demand of age proofs “for 
at least 350,000, and perhaps 100,- 
000 reequests for each of the next 
five or 10 years.”

FLOOD CREST OF KAW 
PASSES INTO MISSOUR! 


Threatened Overflow in Kan- 
sas City Industrial. Area 
Does Not Develop. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 7. 
The flood crest of the Kaw River 
began pouring into the already 
overflowing Missouri today. How- 
ever, the threatened overflow in the 
large industrial district here failed 
to develop. Levee breaks and over- 
flows in Kansas had robbed the 
stream of much of its destructive 
force. Engineers expressed little 
apprehension over the added bur- 
den of the Missouri, now running 
five miles wide in Eastern Missouri. 

The loss of more than a hundred 
lives and millions of dollars in dam- 
age marked the passing of the flood 
waters down the Kaw and its tribu- 
tary, the Republican. Starting in 
Eastern Colorado, the flood waters 
swept into Southern Nebraska and 
down into Kansas, leaving a deso-

Red Cross reports said: 124 per- 
sons had met death in the disaster. 
The reports also showed that 536 
homes were destroyed, 2423 homes 
seriously damaged and 4293 families 
affected. 

The passing of the flood threat 
in Kansas City, Kan., brought relief 
to hundreds of families in the dan- 
ger zone. They assumed normal 
routine today, while those who had 
moved out began moving back. 
Even sightseers lost interest. A 
small army of men, however, still 
patrolled the dikes. 

While the waters still are high in 
the Kaw and Republi@an Rivers in 
Kansas, railroad construction crews 
have started rebuilding bridges and 
replacing large sections of track 
that had been washed away. Most 
of the rail traffic now is being re- 
routed around the stricken area.

Archbishop Glennon. 
Archbishop Glennon has re-issued 
a decree prohibiting lotto games on

Sunday under the auspices of Cath- 
olic churches in the St. Louis dio- | 
cese. The decree, in the form of a 
letter to pastors and superiors of 
religious institutions, was issued 
Sept. 23, 1933. 

The statute which forbids Sunday 
lotto games, No. 47 in the 1929 
Synod Book, “must be strictly ob- 
served,” the letter said. “There are 
certain features of these lotto games 
even on other days that are very 
much to be condemned, namely the 
offering of cash prizes, sometimes 
quite considerable, and the advertis- 
ing of them by posters set up on 
the church grounds and by hand- 
bills. These practices are unworthy. 
They conflict with the civil law and 
the spirit of the church and in form 
savor of commercialized gambling. 
We strictly prohibit the same and 
call upon the clergy, the religious 
and the laity of the diocese to put 
a stop to them. 

“This prohibition also extends to 
the selling of tickets or the solicit- 


ing of subscriptions for any cause 
whatever by means of the tele- 
phone. 

“Our Catholic people should sup- 
port the church so far as possible 
by their direct contributions, and 
we feel will do so, notwithstanding 
the difficult times in which we now 
live.”

In response to a 
question, he said Laclede's own en- 
gineering department was con- 
cerned mainly with operation and 
was not equipped to undertake ma- 
jor construction work. 

Auditing services and prepara- 
tion of reports were included in 
the payment of $36,282 for account- 
ing, White said. Replying to ques- 
tions, he explained that bills for 
these services were sent to Laclede 
by Utilities Power & Light, and 
that he made no inquiry into the 
accuracy or fairness of the charges 
because he knew “of his own 
knowledge that the services were 
performed.” 

Now Pays $2000 a Month. 

The management fees were dis- 
1932, White said, 
now pays Utilities 
Power & Light $2000 a month 
which includes services of Harley 
L. Clarke as chairman of the La- 
clede board of directors. Clarke is 
president of Utilities Power & 
Light. 

Gosling testified that Laclede pur- 
chases all its coal—about 270,000 
tons a year—from two subsidiaries 
of Utilities Power & Light without 
competitive bidding, but he thought 
the price always had been as low 
as could have been obtained any- 
where for coal of equal quality. 

He admitted a West Virginia 
company had offered coal at a sav- 
ing of about 65 cents a ton. This 
was to be delivered by river barges 
and most of the saving came in the 
lower freight rate. To take advant- 
age of this offer, Gosling said, it 
would have been necessary for La- 
clede to enter into a three-year con- 
tract and to build wharves at con- 
siderable cost. Furthermore, he 
said, if Laclede should be required 
to serve straight natural gas as a 
result of hearings now being con- 
ducted by the State Public Service 
Commission it would not need coal 
and would find a three-year con- 
tract a burden. Laclede has no 
contracts with the Utilities Power & 
Light subsidiaries from which it 
buys coal, he said. 

Thinks Coal Price Will Drop. 

Gosling said that since the col- 
lapse of the NRA codes he thought 
coal would be cheaper. So far as 
he knew Laclede had never asked 
independent coal companies to bid 
on its fuel requirements. When 
asked if he didn’t think competitive 
bidding would be a good thing, Gos- 
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ling replied that the price paid al- 
ways had been very close to the 
general market price. 

It was brought out that the coal 
is delivered by rail and that part 
of the haul is over the Litchfield 
& Madison Railroad, a subsidiary of 
Utilities Power & Light.

FEDERAL BARGE TOW 
DUCKS AT ST. CHARLES 


Opening of Freight Service to 
Kansas City — Maj.-Gen, 
Ashburn on Boat. 


Preparatory to resuming commer- 


cial freight service on the Missouri 
River between St. Louls and Kan- 
sas City for the first time in 17 
years, the oil-burning towboat 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, pushing 
three laden barges, docked at St. 
Charles today. 

The tow pushed out into the 
flooded river this afternoon as soon 
as Maj. Gen. T. Q. Ashburn, head 
of the Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion, got aboard after addressing 
a luncheon meeting of the Propellor 
Club at Hotel Statler. 

The General and his party went 
by train to St. Charles and there 
boarded the boat for a trip which is 
scheduled to end in Kansas City 
next Thursday. The tow will tie 
up at different river towns at night. 

“High Water Can’t Stop Us.” 

Gen. Ashburn said it had been de- 
cided to open the freight service 
despite the flood “as a practical 
demonstration that high water 
can’t stop us.” 

Opening of the Missouri River 
line, Gen. Ashburn pointed out upon 
his arrival here yesterday, makes 
St. Louls the terminus of all the 
main arteries of the Federal barge 
system. It provides western agri- 
cultural areas a direct outlet for 
grain, he said, as well as affording 
facilities for handling general 
freight. 

Gen, Ashburn said that the Mis- 
souri river operations should prove 
profitable, asserted that the upper 
Mississippi line is showing a profit 
and that tonnage on the Illinois 
river is increasing. Total profits 
for May, he said, were about $75,- 
000 with the reserve fund showing 
an increase of $423,000 since Jan. 1, 
last. 

When normal conditions prevail 
on the river, Gen. Ashburn said, 
the round trip to Kansas City will 
be made in seven days, operating 
day and night. 

Talk by Ashburn. 

In his speech before the Pro- 
pellor Club, Ashburn declared the 
inland waterways are “bringing 
back to the Middle West economic 
parity destroyed by the building vf 
the Panama Canal and bianket 
freight rates.” 

He reminded his listeners that, 
although the waterway systems are 
subsidized, so has been every other 
form of transportation at one time 
or another, and “you people who 
pay for it are entitled to have the 
cheapest possible transportation.” 

He predicted the solution is near 
of disputes between the railroads 
and the waterways and declared a 
vital step toward such a solution 
is putting all forms of transporta- 
tion under a reorganized Interstate 
Commerce Commission.

OWENS ELECTED CAPTAIN 
OF TRACK TEAM AT 
OHIO STATE UNIVERSITY

COLUMBUS, O., June 7. — Jesse 
Owens, Ohio State University’s rec- 
ord-breaking athlete, was elected 


last night as captain of the 1936 
Buckeye track team. 

Members of the team selected 
Owens as their leader shortly be- 
fore they departed for a Western 
tour, which will take them first to 
Milwaukee for the North-Central 
intercollegiates at Marquette Col- 
lege Friday and Saturday. 

Election of Owens marked the 
first time in Ohio State’s athletic 
history that a Negro had been chos- 
en to captain a varsity sport. 

Owens, who has broken six 
world’s records and tied another, 
has accumulated 178 points in in- 
dividual events this spring. He 
broke the record of his coach, Lar- 
ry Snyder, who as a track star for 
the Buckeyes garnered 155 points 
in a season.

A bomb exploded in the Green Lea 
Dairy Shoppe, a chain ice cream 
cone store at 6631 Delmar boule 
vard, at 3:30 a. m. today, blowing 
out plate glass windows there and 
in two adjoining stores. 

The bombings was the second at 
a chain ice cream cone store this 
week. The first, early last Mon- 
day, at a Black and White store 
at 6309 Natural Bridge road, Pine 
Lawn, caused $800 damage. 

The explosion early today aroused 
the neighborhood and caused dam- 
age estimated at about $1000 to 
the ice cream store, the Oriental 
Kitchen, 6631% Delmar, and Sport- 
land, a recreation parlor at 6629% 
Delmar. The three stores occupy 
the same one-story building. 

Smashing the glass in a barred 
back ‘door, the bombers tossed the 
explosive inside. The blast shat- 
tered the door, loosened the metal 
ceiling and blew out the large front 
plate glass window. Two plate 
glass windows in the Oriental 
Kitchen and one in Sportiand also 
were smashed. 

Edward Grantler, attendant at a 
neighborhood (filling station, re- 
ported to police that a few minutes 
before the bomb exploded he saw 
an automobile leave the alley in 
the rear of the store, and speed 
west in Delmar.

A modification of the section 
would permit dancing in hotels, 
clubs and restaurants where floor 
space occupied by tables amounts 
to at least 2500 square feet.

The return of warm weather is 
always a signal.for informal inter- 
taining. The loaf sandwich is a 
perennial favorite that pleases both 
the eye and the palate. 

Frosted Loaf Sandwich. 

Square sandwich loaves are usual- 
ly best because there is less waste 
involved. Trim the crust from a 
one-pound loaf of bread and cut the 
loaf lengthwise into six squal slices 
and spread each slice with butter 
that has been creamed. 

On the first slice spread a mix- 
ture made of one cup sieved Ameri- 
can cheese, five tablespoons mayon- 
naise, garlic, salt, a dash of Worces- 
tershire sauce and tabasco sauce. 
Build the filling up about one-third 
inch thick. On the second slice 
spread a mixture of one-half cup 
sieved calavo made by pressing a 
peeled halved calavo through a fine 
sieve. Chop two. slices of crisp ba- 
con and add with a little salt and a 
few drops of lemon juice. 

For the third layer chop three 
hard cooked eggs, mix with two ta- 
blespoons mayonnaise and a little 
salt. 

For the fourth layer combine 
three-fourths cup finely chopped 
sweet pepper, one-fourth cup finely 
chopped onion and two tablespoons 
mayonnaise. 

Drain and flake one-half cup of 
salmon, add two tablespoons may- 
onnaise and a few drops of lemon 
juice for the fifth layer. 

Build the filling up one-third inch 
and set the slices carefully one atop 
other. For the frosting mix

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GROUND MEAT OFFERS 
MANY ADVANTAGES 


Cooked in Combination the 
Tougher Meat Cuts Are 
Quite Tender. 


If you are one of the many frugal 


housewives who prides herself on 
teing a good buyer of food, you 
have already looked into the merits 
of ground meats for delicious spring 
and summer dishes. 

There is no need to point out the 
advantages of buying meat that has 
absolutely no waste of bone or ex- 
cess fat. To be able to serve four 
people from a pound of meat in- 
stead of the usual two is a percen- 
tage not to be ignored. 

Ground Meats Tender. 
What many of us overlook in 
summing up the possibilities is that 
ground meats have risen from the 
lowly class of less tender cuts, to 
the height of tenderness and flavor. 
It is well known that many of the 
legs tender cuts, such as chuck, 
rump, flank and breast have higher 
and more pronounced flavors than 
the tenderest cuts. Their only draw- 
back is the amount of resistant 
connective tissue which requires 
long slow cooking to soften. 
When you put these cuts through 
the chopper you automatically ten- 
derize them by breaking up that 
tissue. The happy result is that 
you have a perfect flavored, per- 


fectly tender piece of meat, which 
may be broiled or baked like the 
best chops or roasts. 

New Combinations. 


My own special liking for ground 
meats, besides their economy fea- 
ture, is the interesting and subtle 
flavors you can get by combining 
various meats. Grind two-thirds 
veal and one-third fresh pork to- 
gether if you want something real- 
ly delicious, or combine some 
fresh pork and ham for ham balls 
or ham loaf. Beef and veal _ in 
halves make a happy combination 
for those who want lean meat. 
Made into balls wrapped in bacon 
and broiled they are perfectly de- 
lightful. 

Here is an idea for some 1935 
lamb chops. Have breast of lamb 
ground and shape into circles or 
cutlet shape. Broil exactly like 
lamb chops, along with some strips 
of bacon and serve with broiled 
pears or fried bananas. 


Hamburgers De Luxe. 

Another appealing and easy 
spring meal centers around some 
de luxe hamburgers. Use ground 
chuck with about one-fourth 
ground pork shoulder, season it 
and. shape it in large flat cakes; 
broil them quickly and serve with 
mustard butter on toasted English 
muffins or flat buns, and don't for- 
get the thin strips of dill pickle. 

For summer use, a meat loaf 
which slices cold as well as hot is 
really a big time saver. A ham 
loaf of ground shank meat is the 
perfect selection here.

NEW YORK, June 7. — Finding 
little stock for sale at reduced 
levels, equity buyers became a bit 
more aggressive in the latter part 
of today’s marked session and bid up 
some of their favorites. 

Selectivity was the rule, however, 
and dealings exceptionally quiet. 
The close was fairly steady. Trans- 
fers approximated 580,000 shares. 

The market had to consider a 
statement of President Roosevelt 
that all voluntary codes must con- 
form to the antitrust laws. 

Grains sagged under more favor- 
able crop reports and cotton, firm 
at one time, backed up when the 
committee on economic recovery 
urged a 10-cent loan on the staple 
instead of the present 12-cent rate 
which the Government granted on 
the last crop. Bonds were a trifle 
spotty. 

Shares of American Telephone 
pushed up 2 points in the final hour 
and advances of fractions to 1 or 
so were registered by Union Pa- 
cific, Santa Fe, American Can, 
Chrysler, Owens-Illinois Glass, U. 8. 
Gypsum, Johns-Manville, Spiegel- 
May-Stern, Liggett & Myers wy 
Consolidated Gas, Public Service of 
New Jersey, U. S. Smelting and 
American Smelting. 

The motors, oils and steels did 
little and the mining issues were 
somewhat soft most of the day. 

French Franc Higher. 

Wheat finished % to l*2 cents a 
bushel lower and corn was %s off 
to as much advanced. Oats were 
down % to %. Imported bar silver 
was unchanged at 72%, cents. an 
ounce. Cotton ended 50 to 70 cents 
a bale in arrears. 

The French monetary unit in late 
transactions, showed a gain of 
01% of a cent at 6.61% cents. Ster- 
ling was off 1 cent at $4.93'2 cents. 
Guilders firmed .04 of a cent at 
67.77 cents, belgas were .06 of a 
cent off and Swiss francs yielded 
01 of a’cent. Canadian dollars 
were off 1-16 of a cent at 99.93% 
cents. 

News of the Day. 

The French franc rallied briskly 
in foreign exchange dealings follow- 
ing formation of a new Government 
by the veteran Laval. Other cold 
currencies were firm, but the Brit- 
ish pound reacted in terms of the 
dollar. The resignation of Prime 
Minister MacDonald did not seem 
to affect stocks. 

The Spiegel-May-Stern Co. at- 
tracted some attention by reporting 
that its May sales were 52.8 per 
cent above those of the same 1934 
month. 

Some nibbling at the rails appar- 
ently was predicated on word from 
the capital that the recently out- 
lawed pension act will not be re- 
argued before the high court and 
that any further attempt to put 
through legislation on this subject 
at the present session of Congress 
was highly improbable. 

Weekly Summaries. 

Dun & Bradstreet found that “al- 
though hampered in some respects 
by adjustments, which usually fol- 
low important legislative changes, 
trade. movements’ continued. to 
show a trend toward improve- 
ment.” 

“With more seasonal weather 
conditions,” the survey said, “and 
the added attraction of price re- 
ductions in a few lines, retail sales 
rose to the highest level in many 
weeks at a number of centers.

Correspondence Between Hoover 
And Roosevelt During Banking 


933 Is Disclosed 


President Told President-Elect of Growing 
Alarm and Asked Him to Issue Statement 
on Policies. 


Correspondence between Presi- 
dent Hoover and President-elect 
Roosevelt early in 1933 concerning 
the growing banking crisis which 
|led to the banking holiday pro- 
claimed by President Koosevelt im- 


mediately after his inauguration is 
disclosed in an article on “The Ori- 
gins of the Banking Panic of March 
4, 1933,” published in the June 8 
issue of the Saturday Evening Post. 

The article is the first of a series 
by William Starr Myers and Walter 
H. Newton, the latter one of the 
secretaries of Hoover during the 
four years he served as President. 
The article deals with the situation 
that developed after the election of 


public confidence which have final- 
ly culminated in the present state 
of alarm and it has transformed an 
upward movement into a distinct 
downward movement. 


“The facts about this last inter- 
ruption are simple and they are 
pertinent to the action needed. 
With the election there’ came the 
natural and inevitable hesitation all 
along the economic line, pending 
the demonstration of the policies of 
the new administration. But a 
number of very discouraging things 
have happened on top of this nat- 
ural hesitation. The breakdown in

received from Roosevelt until March | 
1, 12 days after the urgent letter | 
was sent.

| “One of the major underlying ele- | 


ments in the broad problem of re- 
covery is the re-expansion of credit 
so critically and abruptly deflated 
by the shocks from Europe during 
the last half of 1931. The visible 
‘results were public fear, hoarding, 
bank failures, withdrawal of gold, 
‘flight of capital, 
creased unemployment, etc. Early 
in 1932 we created the agencies 
which have steadily expanded avail- 
able credit ever since that time and 
continue to expand it today. 
‘confidence must run parallel with 
expanding credit and the instances 
where confidence has been injured 
run precisely with the lagging oF 
halting of recovery. There are, of 
course, other factors but I am only 
illustrating certain high lights. 
“Within the last 12 months we 
have had two profound examples 
of the effect of restoration of con- 
fidence. Immediately after the 
passage of the measures for credit 
expansion act early in 1932, there 
was a prompt response in public 
confidence with expression in ris-

ing prices, employment, decrease 
in bank failures, hoarding, etc., 
even before the actual agencies 


were in action. This continued un- 
til it was interrupted by the aggre- 


gate of actions starting in the 
House of Representatives last 
spring” (which) “again spread 


fear and practical panic across the 
country. This interruption brought 
back all the disastrous phenomena 
that I have mentioned, but near the 
end of the session, when it became 
clear to the country that the rev- 
enue bill would be passed, that in- 
flation of the currency and bonus 
were defeated, that the Govern- 
ment credit would be maintained, 
that the gold standard would be 
held, etc., promptly for a second 
time confidence returned and ran 
parallel with the expansion and re- 
construction measures.

At once there was a rise in 
farm, commodity and security 
prices, production, industry and 
employment. There was a practical 
cessation of bank failures and

READ the letter of Dick Batten of 

Fiat River, Mo., in which he consigned 
Negroes and criminals to the metropolis 
on the Mississippi, with a mixture of 
emotions. At times, my feelings were of 
scorn, of mirth and even of pity. Mr. 
Batten, I am sure, lacks some very valua- 
ble information about the Negro race. 

By reading the Post-Dispatch, he would 
learn that the Negro has accomplished 
great things and will continue to do 8o. 
I refer particularly to your recent articles | 
and pictures of the world’s outstanding 
athlete, Jesse Owens, a Negro who tied 
one world record and broke three in a 
single day. Too, lately, your sports de- 
partment has applauded Joe Louis for his | 
meteoric rise to fame and his revival of 
the almost dead fighting game. In our 
own State, there is great agitation to 
show this stalwart fighter in bouts 
against white youths. 

There are other examples of the Ne- 
gro’s merit shown in the field of sports, 
but one need not stop there. In litera- 
ture, music, painting, etc., the Negro has | 
made his contribution to American fame 
and progress. The only folk music w 
have native to this country is that of the 
Negro. One of the outstanding painters | 
is an American Negro, Henry O. Tanner, | 
now living in Paris. Russia boasts of 
Alexander Pushkin, of black blood, as her | 
greatest poct: France and the world will 
never forget the stirring romances of a 
black brother, Alexandre Dumas; and, in 
our own country, Dunbar and Wheatley 
have held their own in a group of medi- 
ocre poets 

There is a field, including 
science and j .in which the Negro 
has not contributed something, but space 
forbids an enumeration. Not even the '! 
confines of this newspaper would be am- | 
ple to hold the chronicles of great things | 
done by black people of America. 

Regarding loyalty to country, we might | 
mention the fact that Negroes have dis- 
tinguished themselves in every war the 
United States has fought, and Attucks, | 
at Boston, was one of the first Ameri- | 
cans killed. by the British in the long 
struggle for independence. 

Isn't it significant that the Dillingers, 
Capones and Nelsons are not Negroes, 
and that the bank robbers, kidnapers and | 
master crooks do not have black faces 
except when they use lampblack”

Another witch hunt is on. This time it is the 
teachers of the country who are the objects of the 
persecution. In cities and towns, at the state capli- 
tals and in Washington, pressure is being brought to 
order their thinking, to prohibit them from teaching 
according to their own light and leading, to make 
them subservient to the will of a powerfully organ- 
ized minority. Forgetting the fundamental guaran- 
ty of freedom for the individual conscience, legisla- 
tors and members of school and’vollege boards are 
being stampeded here and there by this misguided 
and lamentable force. 

To be sure, the modern method of persecution does 
not take the form which the bigots of past gener- 
ations used to repress academic inquiry. No one is 
being burned over a bundle of fagots, impaled on 
pointed stakes or blinded with red-hot irons.

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THE NOEL SCAFFA CASE. 

Noel Scaffa, New York private detective, has been 
charged with transporting stolen jewels from New 
York to Florida, under the recently-enacted Federal 
Stolen Property Act. The jewels in question had 
been stolen at Miami last January from Mrs. Mar- 
garet H. Bell. They were recovered by Scaffa by 
means known to himself. For years, Scaffa has had 
remarkable success in retrieving stolen property, 
without turning up the thieves. Usually, the prop- 
erty is insured, and Scaffa’s income has been de- 
rived from rewards offered by insurance companies 

Noel Scaffa is not the only person engaged in this 
kind of business. It is a national phenomenon, and 
several examples of it have occurred in St. Louis. 
The bandits who looted the Grand National Bank 
some years did not want to take a chance by at- 
tempting to market the bonds they stole, so they 
arranged to return them for $140,000, minus $15,000 
to a St. Louis lawyer, who acted as intermediary. 
The robbers who held up a party returning from the 
Bridlespur Hunt Club’s racing meet some years ago, 
seizing valuable jewels, returned them through the 
medium of an agent employed by an insurance com- 
pany. 

Insurance companies. of course. would rather pay 
a 10 per cent reward than the full value of insured

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EX-SOLDIERS SPEAK FOR PEACE. 


It is a heartening sign when men who have won 
high military honors are found giving their best 
ability and energy to urging programs that forward 
the cause of peace. One of these is Senator Bennett 
Clark of Missouri, on whose recent eloquent address 
indorsing a drastic neutrality program for the Unit- 
ed States we commented recently, The anti-militaris- 
tic policy he urges is all the more significant in the 
light of his war background: service as Captain, 
Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel, and as Assistant 
Chief of Staff in France. 

Another former soldier who sponsors the proposed 
neutrality policy is Representative Maury Maverick 
of Texas. In an address this week in New York. he 
denounced the way in which, in the World War. 
Americans “made money off munitions with which 
the Europeans killed each other.” and proposed that 
“in the next war, we drop moral pretense and like- 
wise eliminate profits from the killing of men, 
whether Americans or just our fellow human. be- 
ings.” This plain-spoken advocate of peace saw ser- 
vice in France, was wounded while commanding an 
infantry company, spent four months in a hospital

Greater confirmation may be ex- 
pected from the health reports of future years, as the 
ailments induced by malnutrition and insufficient 
shelter and clothing disclose themselves. Children 
of the unemployed, in particular, will carry the de- 
pression’s heritage of physical disability through 
succeeding years. The findings bear out emphatical- 
ly the observation by the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, some 18 months ago, about “the 
vicious circle set up between poverty and disease. 
each of which tends to produce the other.” The na-

The President’s Decision 


HE President's announcement comes to 
T this: The question of what, if anything, 

is to. come after the NRA for industry 
in general is not to be decided until the 
country has had about 10 months to study 
the situation and make up its mind In 
order to assist that study, the NRA organi- 
zation in skeleton form is to be transformed 
from a’ law-making and law-enforcing 
agency into a fact-finding agency 

This is a fair and decision, and 
it ought to satisfy every sincere critic of the 
NRA 

It should those of us who believe 
that the NRA went wrong because it was 
set up thoughtlessly and in a frantic hurry. 
We should make ourselves ridiculous if we 
now complained, as some partisans are al- 
ready complaining, that the President has 
not pulled a rabbit out of his hat and in a 
week produced a new NRA with all the 
virtues and none of the vices of the old one. 
We cannot have it both ways. If the right 
course in the summer of 1933 would have 
been to make haste slowly, then it is surely 
the right.course in the summer of 1935. 

It should satisfy those of us who believe 
that the NRA has retarded recovery by in- 
troducing undesirable rigidity into prices 
and wages. The President's policy puts this 
belief to a practical test, and we should be 
lacking in fntellectual integrity if, after crit- 
icising the NRA for its “artificial rigidities,” 
we now become alarmed about “competitive 
chaos.” 

It should satisfy those who profess to be- 
lieve that industry can regulate itself by vol- 
untary agreement. For the President's an- 
nouncement has the clear moral implication 
that he will not start wholesale prosecutions 
under the anti-trust laws before April 1 of 
next year. 

It should satisfy Senator Borah, who asked 
that no changes in the federal character of 
the American Government be undertaken un- 
til the people have made up their minds. 
This policy provides them the opportunity 
to make up their minds. 

It should satisfy those who do not wish to 
see important constitutional changes brought 
about by indirect means. Any scheme which 
would have sought to revive the poultry code 
by some indirect device would have been 
open to this objection.

The defense of the American Constitution 
is a serious matter, not one to be made the 
football of partisan politics. It cannot be 
conducted by adjectives, slogans, catch 
words and small/potatoes. The real defense 
depends upon demonstrating by actual re- 
sults that the division of powers between the 
national and state governments is such that 
every real need of the people, in emergencies 
and in normal times, can be dealt with. 

Sound constitutionalists, like Senator 
Borah, hold that all necessary power can be 
found. For they realize, as Alexander Ham- 
ilton pointed out when he was arguing for 
the constitutionality of the Bank of the Unit- 
ed States, that unless adequate powers exist 
somewhere in our system, “the United States 
would furnish the singular spectacle of a po- 
litical society without sovereignty, or of a 
people governed, without government.”

There are two questions which are now 
before the people. One is to determine how 
much of the NRA regulation of industry is 
in fact necessary to the national welfare. 
Much of it, like the regulation of the wages 
of chicken-killers in Wew York, is not neces- 
sary, as Gen. Johnson admitted in his ex- 
cellent speech on Tuesday night. Some of it, 
such as the regulation of the coal-mining 
industry, is by common consent recognized 
as necessary. Between these two poles lie 
all sorts of cases, some of which may and 
some of which may not need Federal con- 
trol. Each would have to be decided on its 
merits, precisely as the coal and poultry 
cases are being decided on their merits. 

This first question is not a question of 
law, but of fact and of public policy. When 
it is decided, the second question arises, 
which is whether, when Federal regulation 
is deemed necessary, the Federal power—as 
the court interprets it—exists. Senator 
Borah thinks the power will be found to 
exist, and our whole constitutional history 
justifies the belief that where the need of 
Federal regulation is clearly demonstrated 
and the method of regulation carefully con- 
sidered and reasonably administered, the 
court will sustain Congress. 

If it did not do that, we should have 
a dangerously rigid government, whereas, in 
fact, we have a prudently flexible govern- 
ment. If we did not have it, a nation of 
120,000,000 would not have retained and con- 
tinued to revere a Constitution which has 
endured longer than any other in modern 
history. 
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It can hardly be doubted that’ immense 
powers exist for regulating any. industry 
which is truly national in its character. The 
anti-trust laws are an arsenal of powers 
which can be used to encourage socially de- 
sirable combinations and to discourage  so- 
cially undesirable ones, Who can doubt that 
where Congress can prohibit a combination 
in restraint of trade it can permit one under 
certain clearly defined conditions?

HEN the Supreme Court takes 

up residence in its new, glist-

MacDonald’s first term 4s 
Prime Minister in 1924 lasted 287 
days. His second term has lasted 
since 1929.

Saving of About $40,000 Estimate;

The price of coa! for the annual 
supply for the Board of Education 
would be about a $1 a ton less in 
1935 than it was last year, Supply 
Commissioner Barr said today fol-

Board at about $40,000 less than 
in 1934. Last year the cost was

OU read in fiction, occasionally,

|tle girl was signed to a five-year 
‘contract by Warner Brothers and 
was made leading woman for Joe 
E. Brown in a farcical baseball! pic- 
ture called “Alibi Ike,” adapted 
from the classic yarn of that name 
written by the late Ring Lardner 

No sooner was that completed 
than she was made leading woman 
for /ames Cagney in a photoplay 
now in course of .construction 
called “The Irish in Us,” which also 
includes in its cast Pat O’Brien 
and Frank McHugh. §$ Olivia will 
probably have nothing but leading- 
woman roles from now on, until the 
time comes when she can be starred 
on her own account. 

Old Dr. Reinhardt has sort of 
adopted her as a _ protege, and 
Brown, Cagney, O’Brien and Mc- 
Hugh have all established her in 
the status of a favorite little sis- 
ter. She has a bright-hued future 
to look forward to, and she isn’t a 
bit spoiled by her present success 
or the possibilities that lie before 
her. 

Here’s how the “understudy’s un- 
derstudy” stepped forward and up- 
ward: 

“Mother and I were living last 
summer in Saratoga, California, a 
little town of 800 population, nest-

preparing to present the spectacle 
on a great scale in the Hollywood 
Bowl a little later in the summer, 
Felix Weisberger, another of Mr. 
Reinhardt’s assistants, also came 
up. He and Miss Sibley were kind 
enough to say a lot of nice things 
about my playing of Puck, and I 
presumed to ask them if I might 
watch Mr. Reinhardt directing his 
rehearsals, should 1 manage to get 
to Hollywood. 


“I told them, ‘I'd be willing te 
play the part of a bough on a tree 
in the Athenian forest—or even to 
help handle properties—if I may be 
permitted to watch that great gen- 
ius work.’ Maybe they were amused 
at my childish enthusiasm. At all 
events, they told me I might not 
only watch Professor Reinhardt 
working, but probable I might meet 
him. 

“So I came down to Hollywood 
and looked on at the rehearsals in 
Bowl. Mickey Rooney, a won- 
derful child actor, was playing the 
part I had played up North—Puck. 
And Gloria Stuart, an accomplished 
actress of stage and screen, was re- 
hearsing the role of Hermia, who 
is the beloved of the handsome Ly- 
sander in the ‘Dream.’ Gloria’s un- 
derstudy was Jeanne Rouveral— 
later to make an outstanding hit as 
the demented girl in the film ‘Pri- 
vate Worlds.’

66 OTH Gloria and Jeanne 
B were as sweet as they 
could be with me, and we 
all became warm friends [ be- 
gan to take an intereg#t in the part 
of Hermia, which I hadn't thought 
much about before this, and I 
helped Jeanne rehearse her lines so 
that she might go on in the event— 
which semed remote—that Gloria 
might not be able to play the part 
when the time came. Working with 
Jeanne, naturally, impressed the 
lovely lines in my own memory. 

“A couple of weeks before the 
date set for the opening, Gloria had 
to leave the cast. She was called 
to take an important part in the 
picture, ‘Maybe It's Love.’ So that 
made Jeanne Rouveral the first 
Hermia, and I became her under- 
study. 

“And then, about 10 days before 
the scheduled opening, Jeanne ac- 
quired a bad cold and Professor 
Reinhardt said: ‘You try it, Olivia.’ 
I did, and was simply thrilled to 
death at the thought of working 
under the direction of this pro- 
ducer. Still, I was only the under- 
study, filling in until Jeanne recov- 
ered from her illness, 

“Performing under Reinhardt’s 
direction was an experience I will 
never forget, and one that opened 
my eyes to the immense value of a 
director of his caliber. To him, 
every tiniest movement of hands or 
eyes or body means something. 
Every shade and inflection of a 
voice is, to him, of the very utmost 
importance. I have read lines for 
him as often as 50 times before he 
was satisfied with the reading—and 
then I could tell, myself, that he 
had got out of those lines every bit 
of value they possessed. 

“Word came to the company that 
Jeanne Rouveral , was recovering 
from her cold and soon would be 
back with us. Frankly, I hadn't 
dared to hope that I would get to 
play Hermia. I knew that both 
Gloria and Jeanne were more ex- 
perienced actresses and deserved 
the part more than I did. So I 
was reconciled to remaining 
Jeanne's understudy. . P 

“But then came another happen- 
ing. Jeanne received an offer

‘It's a Gift.’ She accepted, and that 
threw the part of Hermia to me. 
So I went on in the Bowl.” 

Olivia de Havilland might have 
added, at this point in her narra- 
tive, that the critics of that open-air 
performance pronounced her an 
ideal Hermia-—-that Reinhardt him- 
self, who has produced the spectacle 
many times in the Old World as 
well as the New, declared he never 
had directed a Hermia as lovely and 
as capable as this little California 
girl. 

She played throughout the spec- 
tacle’s successful engagement at 
the Hollywood Bowl, then went on 
the road with it, playing in the 
open-air Greek Theater at Berke- 
ley, in San Francisco and in Mil- 
waukee. 

“I've always yegretted not getting 
to St. Louis with the ‘Dream,'” 
she says. “A girl named Helen 
Lewis played Hermia there. I was 
summoned back to Hollywood from 
Milwaukee by the astonishing an- 
nouncement that Prof. Reinhardt 
was going to make the ‘Dream’ 
into a motion picture for the War- 
ner Brothers, and that they wanted 
to test me for the part.” 

Olivia de Havilland, though a 
California girl by upbringing, was 
born in Tokio, Japan. Her father, 
an Englishman who lived first in 
Guernsey and then in London, is 
a’patent attorney in that capital. 
At the age of 2% years, Olivia was 
brought here by her mother, likKe- 
wise British and a native of York- 
shire. 

With her sister, Joan, a year 
younger—and now, naturally, aspir- 
ing to a screen career herself— 
Olivia lived im San Francisco for a 
number of years, but the fogs there 
affected her lungs and the family 
moved down to Saratoga, out of the 
mist-region.

HERE is only a trace of the 
T theatrical in Olivia's ancestry. 

Her mother, as a girl in York- 
shire, England, studied under the 
“King’s musicmaster” and won a 
number of prizes. Also, in Japan, 
Mrs, de Havilland acted in a few 
amateur performances given by the 
English-speaking colony. But her 
father never even took any inter- 
est in the drama, she says, 

Olivia has the young girl's nor- 
mal enthusiasm for older actresses. 
One of her especial favorites is Eva 
Le Gallienne, head of the New York 
repertory company. Another is 


Josephine Hutchinson, a_ fellow- 
player at the Warner studio, who 
has just achieved success in a pic- 
ture called “Oil for the Lamps of 
China,” in which she co-stars with 
Pat O’Brien. 

“T went over to San Jose a couple 
of years ago to see Miss Le Gal- 
lienne play ‘Hedda Gabler,’” the 
youngster says. “Miss Hutchinson 
was playing in her company. With 
some other girls I went backstage 
after the performance and got both 
their autographs. And quite a 
thrilling thing to me was that Miss 
Le Gallienne asked for my auto 
graph in return. At that time I 
had not the slightest idea of ever 
appearing on stage or screen.” 

Olivia's ambition—perhaps like 
that of every other young actress— 
runs toward the strongly dramatic 
things of the screen. She knows 
she is not yet old enough for them, 
and she is more than delighted with 
the light-hearted, generally gay 
parts she is now being given. But 
some day.. 

She's a radiantly healthy young- 
ster. She's five feet five inches tall, 
weighs 107 pounds, had large dark 
brown eyes, and a head of reddish- 
brown haid. She's living in a mod- 
est Hollywood apartment with her 
mother and sister, and driving a 
modest small car. Her 
hasn’t in the least gone to 
head. 

Boys? Yes, she likes them, but 
nothing serious in the way of ro- 
mance has come into her life—yet 
She likes to dance and play tennis 
and badminton with boys of her 
own age.

Often Merely 
Listening Helps 
The Distressed 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


OT long ago a man told me a 
N story which puzzled me, told it 

in detail. It was perplexing, and 
while I was wondering what I 
ought to say, or could say, he sud- 
denly got up and said: 

“Well, thank you more than I can 
say; you have helped me enormous- 
ly.” Yet I had done exactly nothing 
except listen. How often listening, 
if it is patient and understanding, 
is the one thing needed. 

How often, too, such listening is 
the one thing which we do not 
know how to do. Advice we can 
give—bushels of it; but when men 
and women are in trouble it is not 
advice they want. 

At least not at first, though it 
may be welcome later; they want 
some one to listen—not a tongue, 
but an ear with a heart behind it. 
If we are to do our part in this 
world of sorrow and heart-break, 
we must be able and willing to list- 
en, and learn how to do it. 


Some of us have less faith in 
talk—our talk—than we used to 
have. Suppose we try what silence 
can do instead, not mere silence, of 
course, but silence which encour- 
ages men to unpack their hearts. 

There must be nothing grudging 
about it. If our attitude seems to 
say, “Well, what is it? I am very 
busy, but I can give you 10 min- 
utes,” glancing at our wrist watch, 
it is fatal. Such listening works no 
wonders, wins no confidence, opens 
no doors, heals no hurts. 

So many lives are iocked up, pent 
up, shut in. When troubles come 
and their reserve is broken, it is 
like a spring flood when the ice is 
broken. They empty their hearts 
and the release brings relief. 

In times of great sorrow often 
the only comfort we can give our 
friends is to let them know, by our 
silence, that we feel that their sor- 
row is too great for any words of 
ours—it helps them greatly. Words 
can be so empty, because they try 
to say what cannot be said. 

In our own hearts, too, if we 
learn how to be silent and listen, 
when the clatter of our thoughts is 
hushed, we may hear a still small 
voice telling us the things for 
which human words were never 
made,
